DENSE FOG IN CHICAGO 


Causes Fatal Shooting of One 
Man, Wounding of Another 


and Several Accidents. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—A dense fog which 


settled down over Clue-ago last night was 
the cause of -tho probably fatal shooting 
of one man, the wounding of another, 
and a number of accidents in different 
parts of the city. 


A collision of pedestrians, which the 


victims say was due to the fog, led to 
the shooting. Patrick Walsh was prob- 
ably fatally wounded and his companion, 
Patrick Nolan slightly wounded by two. 
Italians with whom tbey collided ut Ful- 
ton and North Hulstcd streets. The as- 
sailants escaped in the mist without pur- 
suit. 


The fog seriously impeded all 
traffic.

NEW YORK, "Feb. 2.—The American 


liner St. Paul.arrived today from South- 
ampton and Cherbourg, having been^de- 
layed by extremely bad weather.

Canine Which Bit, so Many E;t- 


cine People Had Rabies, De- 


clares Chicago Physician. 


A lelter was received in this city today 


by Dr. Pope from Dr. I^igario of the Pus- 
teur Institute of Chicngo 
telling him 


that a rabbit which was inoculated with 
a fluid from the dogs brains which was 
sent from this city'to that place several 
Svceks ago had died with all the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. This fluid was in- 
jected into the rabbit on January 10th, 
nothing unusual was noticed until a few 
davs ago, when it was seen -that the ani- 
mal was suffering from the rabies. 


"There can be do doubt that the dog 


from your city suffered from the rabies" 
says the doctor, "and it was indeed a 
wise move on the part of the 
city in 


sending the patients direct to our insti- 
tutac." The Racine patients are in no 
danger whatever, but hud they rot come 
as soon as they did it would be Imrd 
telling what would have occurred. The 
fluid injected into the rabbit acted quick- 
ly which leads the doctors to think the 
dog which bit so many people here was 
suffering badly from tlie disease.

A physic- 
ian was called and worked for one hour 
over John Hudson, the old man who was 
seeking help ia this city and who was 
arrested and sentenced to serve live days 
in jail. 


He was unconscious when found and 


this morning ifi a very sick man.

other occupants have 
recovered 
From 


tlie effects of the coal gas and indeed it 
was a miraculous escape from death by 
the prisoners, for had 
not 
any 
noise 


been made, they would without a doubt 
have beo;i found dead this morning as 
the fumes in the room were strong and 
suffocation and death would have ensued. 


The entire, builaing had by this time 


become filled with the escaping gas and 
the members of the family who reside 
in the building were compelled to stay 
over night at th« Hotel Be.Ivider". 


]t was found upon investigation this 


•morning that the furnace was not adopt- 
ed for the use of soft coal and that it 
would be necessary to burn anthracite 
to secure safely. 
This morning it was 


necessary to call the physician for Hud- 
son as ho lie' in a serious condition and 
when found last night was nearly dead 
from the gas. This is the first time an 
occuranec like this HUB ever happened 
at the juil. For the past number of days 
gas was noticed about the building but 
nothing was thought of the matter until 
last night when it started to do its dead- 
ly work.

All Possible Speed. 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. 2.—The pri- 


mary election bill and the increase in 
railway taxation, through an ad valorem 
system, to be .pushed through as soon as 
possible; the fight of the session to be 
made on the railway freight bill, through 
the establishment of "a commission cm- 
powered to fix rates'. This, it is stated 
by good authority; is the program of the 
administration men in the legislattirc. 
It is hardly expected that the freight 
rate bill will be passed at. this session; 
in fact, it is said the reformers are per- 
fcctly willing to carry it over and make 
it the burning issue of the next cam- 
paign. 


Rumors continue to circulate that a 


compromise has been or is about to be 
readied between the railroad people and 
the governor's friends on tin; taxation 
question. Tlie amount the railway peo- 
ple arc willing to have th'-ir tax increas- 
ed is stated in these rcporU to reach in 
the aggregate $300,000. 
In view of the 


fact that both the governor's message 
and thi> report of the tax commission 
fix the additional amount the railroads 
should pay at about a million, dollars, 
and give the figures to substantiate the 
claim, it may well be true that the rail- 
way people are willing to compromise at 
less than ona-third of that amount. There 
is, however, considerable doubt whether 
the governor and his friends are willing 
to make such a compromise. 


The railway taxation oills are expected 


early next week. They were looked for 
this week, but for some reason their 
introduction has been delayed. As they 
will come from the state tax commission 
•through the committee on assessment 
and collection of taxes, they 
will 
of 


course provide for the taxation on the 
idvalorem, or property valuation sys- 
ein, of the railroads aud like corpora- 
ions. 


A bill will also be submitted making 


he tax commission a board of assess- 
uent to fix the value of the property. 
The railroad lobby has been very quiet 
tins far; in fact, none of its members 
iave been seen around the legislature 
ohis week 
There are no lobby 
head-

A mysterious death under suspicious 


circumstances was that 
of Mrs. Eliza- 


betii Clifford, a domestic, aged ,")G, who 
[or the past few days has been employed, 
at the home of Hamilton Utley located 
jt the corner of Washington arid Asylum 
ivenues. Five years ago this lady came 
to this city from Chicago after the death 
of her husband and sought employment 
n various homes throughout the city. 
She was always known to be ail honeit 
ady ami upright, wherever she was em- 
jloved. and no reason, il self-destruction 
caused death, can be given for her com- 
mitting suicide. 


Mrs. Clifford while in the city has bt^n 


employed at the. homes of Mr. Hugunin, 
Edward Ilarmes and 
Dr. Oilman. '.Ori 


recommendations from these person* she 
was engaged on last Friday to work at 
the place where her death occurred. Yes- 
Lorday morning at about 6:30 o'clock 
Mr. Utley heard groans coming from the 
room occupied by the woman and pro- 
ceeded to investigate. He returned and 
sent his wife to her assistance. 
When 


Mrs. Utley arrived in the room the un- 
fortunate' woman was lying on the bed 
sufforing'~grcatly from 
some medicine 


which she had taken. 


She spoke to Mrs. Utley. telling her 


she was sick and could not describe the 
mature of her 'illness and the lady of the 
house seeing a tumbler 
partially filled 


with what looked like water standing on ' 
the dre.sscr exclaimed that she would 
bring in a fresh glass of liquid. Mrs. 
Clifford paid she would drink what re- 
ran iued in the glass, and after doing so 
said, "0 dear, this water makes me. 
worse.'' Immediately after the fluid had 
been swallowed she was taken with con- 
vulsions and died in this siale. 


As ;oon as Mr. Utley heard what had 


taken place he telephoned for a doctor 
a'nd also for the ambulance to take the 
woman to the, hospital, but before the 
ambulance arrived on the scene the wo- 
man was dead. Perhaps it will never bo 
learned whether or not the woman com- 
mitted suicide, as she was troubled with 
heart disease, aud there was left no 
trace of 
poisoning. Mrs. Clifford's re- 


mains were removed to the Thronson- 
Jlansen luorgue and no burial permit was 
issued until the case was investigated 
further by the coroner. 


Ji was five years ago that the husband 


of Mrs. Clifford died at their home in 
Chicago and after he was buried she 
came to this city to work.

cent of money was found in Mrs. Clit- 
ford's room and it may be that she be- 
came despondent because of lack of fi- 
nances and ended her li-c.

PEEVENTED BIG FLRE 


Fire Department Had [Hard Time 


Quenching Blaze-Sew Two Story 


Building Will Replace Old 


Structure. 


Fire and water Saturday evening ruin- 


ed the entire molding building of the 
llolbrook & Armstrong Iron company's 
plant at Racine Junction, entailing a loss 
of about $2.000 to building and contents, 
fully covered by insurance. The build- 
ing, is an old two-story frame structure, 
the lower story being occupied by the. 
molding and japanning rooms, and the 
upper story was u>ed for storing finish- 
ed lumber and various other stray stock. 


The origin of the fire is not exactly 


known, for no one is known to have been 
in the building after working hours. The 
supposition, however, is tluit it started 
from a combustion or flammable oils in 
thet japanning room. a» the charred con- 
dition of that portion of the building ! 
plainly indicates that it fed the flames 
first. From there the course of the tire 
was through the elevator shaft to the 
top floor, and there among the dry ma- 
terial it made ca.-y progress.

flames and thick clouds of smake were 
already issuing from .all the windows, 
an il'.intil the lire lighters arrived it 
seemed as though there would be a con- 
flagration. No time was. lost to send in 
an alarm, which was by phone, to which 
three companies of the city .tire depart- 
ment responded. By the time they ar- 
rived upon the scene the fire had gained 
such a threatening attitude that it was 
deemed advisable to turn in a second 
alarm for the remaining two companies 
of the deparf ment. lu the meantime the 
iiremen upon the scene 
kept 
several 


streams of water 
playing' within the 


building and on the outside uf it. each 
working hard and desperate at place* 
•where the most good could be accoiu- 
plixhcd, and with the arrival of their re- 
inforcements there 
were 
,0011 several 


more streams in service. All together 
it formed a veritable network of streams 
of water shooting towards the burning 
building, and in less than an hour after 
the first alarm the fire was wholly ex- 
tinguished. 


Fortunately Saturday evening the air 


was quite for had there been a wind fav- 
orable to the Humes a goodly portion of 
the Junction 
manufacturing district 


might have been wipeu away. On the 
east of the building in which the fire 
caused the disturbance is the above nam- 
ed company's large brick building occu- 
pied by the machine shop west of both 
are frame buildings, housing the carpen- 
ter and foundry departments, and the 
warehouse, all in close proximity of each 
other and all property of the same com- 
pany, while south across the street is 
the big plant of the Racine Wagon & 
Carriage works, all of which would have 
been easy prey to the fire hau it gotten 
out of bounds. 


'Ine damage by the fire is mostly on 


the property in the building, the build- 
ing itself having not much value attach- 
ed to it. The exterior of the structure 
:is little damaged, the interior having 
suffered principally. 


As soon as arrangements can be per- 


fected a new core building of the regula- 
tion kind will be erected. It will be a 
two story, solid brick, 50 feet in length 
and 30 feed wide.

LATTER PROTESTED 


AGALNST RESOLUTION 


Severe Arraignment of the Administra- 


tion for Jfot Taking Steps to Pun- 


ish Guilty Strongly Opposed 


by the Racine Attorney. 


Mayor Michael Higgins and City At- 


torney M. E. Walker returned yesterday 
from Washington D. C., where they went 
last week to attend the "Get Coal" con- 
ference, similar to tlie one held in De- 
troit, Michigan, last fall. The conference 
was held on the 2Sth day of last month 
in the hostelry Shoreham. The object of 
the conference was to put before congress 
more forcibly the necessity of immediate 
action to relieve the public from the coal 
famine. 


Among the principal action taken in 


this direction was the introduction and 
adoption of a resolution calling for a se- 
vere arraignment of our administration 
for not having taken steps 
to punish 


those guilty of the existing evils. Mr. 
Walker of this city strongly opposed the 
passage of such a measure and gave 
sound and plain reasons to sustain the 
position he held on that question. 


Among other words of Mr. Walker's 


speech, the Washington Evening Post 
gives the following extract: 


"Mr. Mortimer E. Walker of Racine, 


Wis.. opposed the adoption of the reso- 
lutions, declaring they contained a veil- 
ed arraignment of the officers of the gov- 
ernment. Among other things he said: 


"I am not as yet one of those who 


have lost faith in the integrity of our 
president, our attorney general or our 
federal'jiun'riary. This body, sitting for 
only two days—one day in Detroit and 
one day here—should not presume to 
have greater knowledge of the facts than 
our government officials. It is not for 
iis to say that the proper authorities 
have not taken steps toward the punish- 
ment of the existing evils. To convict 
a person you must have proof and we 
know that it is not always easy to ob- 
tain. I am not in favor of an arraign- 
ment of the administration or adminis- 
tration official.*." 


The resolution which Mr. Walker op- 


posed was adopted but not until several 
amendments were added to it in the at- 
tachments of which Mr. Walker's words 
were chiefly instrumental. The conven- 
tion charged the existing conditions to 
trusts and conspiracies and in the reso- 
lutions it adopted it had embodied re- 
quests to the president that he institute 
proceedings against illegal combinations. 


DENSE FOG IN CHICAGO 


Causes Fatal Shooting of One 
Man, Wounding of Another 


and Several Accidents. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—A dense fog which 


settled down over Chicago last night was 
the cause of -the probably fatal shooting 
of one man, the wounding of another, 
and a number of accidents in different 
parts of the city. 


A collision of pedestrians, -which the 


victims say was due to the fog, led to 
the shooting. Patrick Walsh was prob- 
ably fatally wounded and his companion, 
Patrick Kolan slightly wounded by two- 
Italians with whom they collided at Ful- 
ton and 2forth Halsted streets. 'The as- 
sailants escaped in the mist without pur- 
suit. 


The fog seriously impeded all 
traffic. 


Even in the down town district the at- 
mosphere was so misty that motormen 
and cab drivers experienced difficulty in 
avoiding accidents. Farther out extra- 
ordinary caution was necessary to avoid 
collisions.

Noise in Time to Prevent 


Worse Happening:. 


Had it not been for the discovery 
of 


coal gas, due to the burning of soft coal, 
;he tenants and prisoners at the county 
jail would hare been asphyxiated last 
night and it certainly was a narrow es- 
cape by those living in the building. In 
the jailers office 
were 
seated 
Under 


Sheriff Donald and Mr. William Bau- 
niana and about II) o'clock a noise was 
aeard in tlie rooms where the prisoners 
ivere stationed. 
'An investigation was 


made and when the doors were opened 
the suffocating fames of coal gas issued 
forth. 


Windows were opened and the two men 


proceeded farther in the rooms and here 
found many of the prisoners stretched 
out on the cots and lying on the floor 
tumbling about. Work was at once be- 
gan trying to restore the prisoners and 
for a time things were lively. A physic- 
ian was called and worked for one hour 
over John Hudson, the old maa who was 
seeking help in this city and who was 
arrested and sentenced to serve five days 
in jail. 


He was unconscious when found and 


this morning is a very sick man. The 
other occupants have 
recovered from 


the effects of the coal gas and indeed it 
was a- miraculous escape from death by 
the prisoners, for had not any noise 
been made they would without a doubt 
have been found dead this morning as 
the fumes .in -the room were strong and 
suffocation and death would have ensued. 


The entire building had by this time 


become filled with the escaping gas and 
the .members of the family who reside 


the building were compelled to stay 


over night at the Hotel Belvidere. 


It was found upon investigation tins 


morning that the furnace was not adopt- 
ed for the use of soft coal and that it 
would be necessary to burn anthracite 
to secure safety. This morning it was 
necessary to call the physician for Hud- 
son as he lies in a serious condition and 
when found last night was nearly dead 
from the gas. This is the first time au 
occurance like'this'.has ever happened 
at the jail. For the past number of-days 
gas was noticed about the building hut 
nothing was thought of the matter until 
last night when it started to do its dead- 
ly work.

A mysterious death under suspicious 


circumstances was that of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Clifford, a domestic, aged 56, who 
for the past few days has been employed, 
at the home of Hamilton Utley located 
at the corner of Washington and Asylum 
avenues. Five years ago this lady came 
to this city from Chicago after the death 
of her husband and sought employment 
in various homes throughout the city. 
She was always known to be an honest 
ladv and upright wherever she was eni- 
ployed, and no reason, if selt-destruction 
aused death, can be given for her com- 
mitting suicide. 
' Mrs. Clifford while in the city has bee^n 
employed at the homes of Mr. Hugunin; 
Edward Harmes and Dr. Oilman. 'On 
recommendations from these persons she 
was engaged on last Friday to work at 
the place where her death occurred. Yes- 
terday morning at about 8:30 o'clock 
Mr. Utley heard groans coming from the 
room occupied by the woman and pro- 
ceeded to investigate. He returned and 
sent his wife to her assistance. When 
Mrs. Utley arrived in the room the un- 
foirtn'na'te' woman was lying on the bed 
suffering''greatly from 
some medicine 


which she had-taken. 


She spoke to Mrs. Utley, telling her 


she was sick and could not describe the 
Tiature of her illness and the lady of the 
house seeing a tumbler 
partially filled 


with what looked like water standing on •' 
the dresser exclaimed that she would 
bring .in a fresh glass of liquid. Mrs. 
Clifford said she would drink what re- 
mained in the glass, and after doing so 
said, "0 dear, this water makes me 
worse."' Immediately after the fluid had 
been swallowed she was t-akcu witli con- 
vulsions and died in this state. 


As soon as Mr. Utley heard what had 


taken place he telephoned for a doctor 


a'nd 
also for the ambulance to take the 


woman to the hospital, but before the 
ambulance arrived on the scene the wo- 
man was dead. Perhaps it will never be 
learned whether or not the woman com- 
mitted suicide, as she was troubled with 
heart disease, and there was left no 
trace of poisoning. Mrs. Clifford's re- 
mains were removed to the Thronson- 
Hansen luorguc and no burial permit was 
issued until the case was investigated 
further by the coroner. 


It was five years ago that the husband 


of Mrs, Clifford died at their liorue in 
Chicago and after he was buried she 
came to this city to work. 


Not a single known relative of the de- 


ceased has been heard from and not a 
cent of money was found in Mrs. Clif- 
ford's room and it may be that she be- 
came despondent because of lack of fi- 
nances a.nd ended her life. 


When Mrs. Clifford could not find work 


in Sacine she would remain at the home 
of Mr. John Sullivan, residing on High 
street, as when the deceased resided in 
Chicago she. became acquainted with the 
above family.

MR. MITCHELL ON SOCIALISM. 
Chicago News: \A very notable speech 


on socialism was delivered by President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers be- 
fore the convention of that organization 
in Indianapolis at its closing session last 
Tuesday. He warned the mine work'ers 
not to permit socialism in the local un- 
ions. Despite their plausible arguments, 
he declared, the doctrines of the social- 
ists were based on wrong ideas of the 
functions of government. If those ideas 
were put into practice, in his opinion 
they would lead to anarchy. 


At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor in New Orleans 
a few weeks ago, where President Gom- 
pcrs in a vigorous spe-ech turned the tide 
against socialism and political action by 
the federation, the representatives of the 
miners mainly voted in harmony with 
the wishes of the socialists. Indeed, the 
speech delivered by Mr. Mitchell at Phil- 
adelphia on Labor Day last year was de- 
dared by many socialists to be deeply 
imbued with their doctrines. The agita- 
tion in favor of government ownership 
of mines has made considerable hcad- 


•ay in some localities among the mine 


workers. Mr. Mitchell's strong words at 
this time and the marked favor with 
which they were received by a" majority 
of the delegates in the convention will 
lear up the doubts which have befogged 
the situation as regards socialistic lean- 
ings of that powerful union. 


Press reports from Indianapolis repre- 


sent the socialists as much disconcerted 
by 
Mr. Mitchell's speech. Well 
they 


may be, since it is one more telling blow 
against their doctrines as 
infiuencing 


trades union sentiment.

The answers were to the effect 
that the allies could not consent that 
the United States and the other claim 
ant nations receive the same treatment 
as the blockading powers, and that they 
therefore rejected Mr. Boweirs final 
proposition. 


Knowing the consequences that were 


to follow the presentation of this an 
swer 
the representatives of the 
allies 


took \ipon themselves the responsibility 
of withholding the notes of their gov- 
ernments and of again cabling, urging a 
retraction oi their 
demands. The ex- 


changes are still in progress. 


If they hold out, their representatives 


must present the joint refusal and the 
Washington negotiations will come to a 
standstill. 


Baron Sternberg, Germany's new en- 


voy early today spent two hours in con- 
ference with Count Quadt, who as charge 
d'affeires, has thus far conducted the 
negotiations for Germany. The German 
minister was placed in possession of the 
entire correspondence which lias passec 
between Mr. Boweu and the allied pow- 
ers and was advised by the count of the 
serious hitch which has occurred as a re 
suit of the last contention of the triple 
alliance for preferential treatment in the 
settlement of their claims. This confer 
ence ended., the minister called by ap- 
pointment at the state department and 
presented his letters of credence to Sec- 
retary Hay and afterward to-the presi- 
dent.

No one 
was there and he stepped on to the porch 
and was peering into the darkness when 
a shot was fired from. the side of the 
house and Mr. Allison was shot through 
the side. He quickly raised himself by 
the porch railing howi.'ver and h'red three 
shots after the assassin. Mrs. .Allison 
rushed-down and found her husband half 
kneeling-'and half hanging on the pouch. 
She dragged him inside amd a physician. 
was qiiitik-iy- summoned, but on account 
of Mr. Allison's condition, sno attempt, 
was made'to extract the bullet. 
: : 


No reason is known for the attempt 


on Mr.'Allison's life and the identity of 
the man who fired the shot is a mystery.' 
It is said-Jthtit an infernal machine was 
sent to Mr. Allison last Thursday but it 
failed to' work when the box was open- 
ed. 


This morning it was said that the 


shooting is the result of political trou- 
ble which Mr. Allison has had in the 
borough. Another reason given for the 
shooting is that by some it is thought 
Mr. Allison is connected with the anti- 
saloon league, as the box containing the 
revolver was directed to "C. B. Allison, 
secretary of the anti-saloon league, Sher- 
aden." 


It was denied that Mr. Allison is in 


any way connected with the: league. 


After an examination 
of the wound 


this morning the physicians stated that 
Mr. Allison was not fatally hurt. The 
bullet entered the left breast and with- 
out piercing the lung, lodged in the right 
shoulder.

: "As a rule the Methodist ministers are 


opposed to the True law in its present 
'form, believing the old law to be good, 
enough. The Roman Catholics have no 
objection to it as, under the 
church 


rules, a priest is not permitted to per- 
form the marriage ceremony for his own 
people until the bans have been publish- 
.ed from the altar three'successive Sun- 
days, and the stranger must present a 
letter of identification from the priest 
of the parish in which he resides, with a 
dispensation from, the bishop of his dio- 
cese permitting the ceremony. . 


"There are three serious objections to 


•the law," said the Rev. G. f. Madsen of 
the Grand Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church. "In the first place it makes the 
minister the only responsible person, le- 
gally. In the second place, the clause re- 
quiring five days' notice of the wedding 
to be given works u hardship in many 
cases. It is a burden to the best fami- 
lies. 
Third, it turns the tide, of mar- 


riage tci other states, where they can get 
a license and be married the same day.' 


"The men.who are trying to abolish 


the existing marriage laws are not doing 
it for the good of the community but 
that more fees can be pufc'into their 
pockets,'1 said Bishop' Isaac L. Nichol- 
son.

family use: To four quarts of cornmcal 
and four quarts "of rye flour sifted to- 
gether add four quarts of sour milk, in 
which eight tcasponfuls of soda 
have 


been dissolved, two quarts of molasses 
and eight teaspoonfuls of salt. .Stir until 
well mixed, pour in greased molds with 
tight covers, and steam for five hours, 
never allowing the water to stop boilin 
In lieu of molds, baking powder cans do 
excellently well. 


Queen of Puddings.—Soak ono pint oE 


breadcrumbs in one quart of new milk. 
When quite soft, add the yolk of four

ith his sister Mrs. E. A. Paul of 900 


State street. Many thrilling and daring 
experiences are related by this miner 
who while enroute to that country was 
shipwrecked and it was with much dif- 
ficulty that the passengers of the boat 
on which he sailed were saved.' When 
interviewed this morning by a Journal 
representative he related the following 
story: 


I left for Alaska in ihe early spring 


of 1S9S, starting for 
Eotzebue 
Sound 


with a party of miners who intended 
to remain in this country for a period of 
four years. Through bad 
seamanship 


our vessel wa.s wrecked in Cook's Inlet, 
striking a rock and it was over three 
months before the passengers reached 
the mainland. 
From this 
point 
Mr. 


Towle and a partner went 450 miles over- 
land lo the Yukon and finally located 
near Ramsport which is a settlement and 
trading station at the northermost level 
of the Yukon river. 


Here they remained and worked 
a 


number of places and bench claims and 
lust fall returned to the states for the 
purpose of purchasing necessary machin- 
ery for summer and winter mining. He 
was asked in regard to the prospects in 
this country and said they were excel- 
lent. He said: "I am firmly of the 
opinion that there is going to be a steady 
increasing output of gold from the Alas- 
kan gold fields and at my home in Ram- 
port city, Alaska, the prospects are grand 
Mr. Towles was asked on what opinion 
he based his theory.

3,000 dwelt'in a. well built, walled city 
which stood at.the'eastern end of thc 
mountain, and 2,000 were scattered 
about the remaining territory, engaged 
in tilling the soil or. as herders or 
voodsmen. Nor could I learn that tbe 
lumber of these people bad at any 
time been greater during tbe 400 years 
of their history. 


The reason for this was obvious. 


There had been no fewer than forty- 
eight revolutions in the republic or 
principality or duchy of Fh-enzallco, 
most of which had been accompanied 
by devastating and cruel' wars, and not 
one of which had passed without blood- 
shed. 


From' the time of tbe earthquake 


down, to tbe date of my appearin 
among them the inhabitants bad been 
divided into two great political parties 
tlie Klevationists and the Depression- 
Ists. The Elevationlsts believed aud 
maintained that at the time of the 
earthquake the island had arisen or 
shot up. out of the lake to its present 
height.' The Depres'sfonlrts, bn"tie con- 
trary, believed and maintained just as 
stoutly that the island had not stirred 
from its 'former position and that it 
was the lake, as well as all the sur- 
rounding .-territory, which bad gone 
down or bad become depressed. This 
honest difference of opinion had been 
the occasion of most of the forty-eight 
revolutions, though there is no doubt 
that hatred, revenge, and thirst for 
power had a good deal to do witli 
bringing them about. 


With forty-seven of these revolutions

When the cows are to be kept in the 


stable through the winter, each stall 
should have its drinking trough kept 
filled with water where the cows can 
reach it at any time, says farmers' 
oulletin No. 151, issued by the agricul- 
tural department at Washington. Such | 
an arrangement is not expensive, as 
iron troughs large enough for the use 
o£ tv.-o cows in adjoining stalls can be 
purchased very cheaply. By placing 
them on a level in toosection with a 
supply pipe and using a single float 1 
valve to regulate the flow, there will 
be no waste and each trough will re- 
ceive a frequent supply of fresh water. 
There are objections 'to this individual 
system 
of watering, however, and 


some good dairymen prefer the over- 
flow trough so placed that cows can go 
to it in stormy weather without ex- 
posure. 


When the cows are to spend tbe day 


out o£ doors the feed lot should be well 
provided with troughs, so that each 
animal can drink whenever she wishes 
without-danger of the weaker being 
worried and driven away by the stron- 
ger.' Gentle Treatment of COTTB. 


Every owner of a cow should see 


that gentle and quiet means are used 
in drawing the milk from heir. Many 
good cows are' spoiled by rough milk- 
ers. 
When it CBU be done, tbe same

STELLrNG SKIMMILK. 


Milk utensils should be made of met- 


al and have all joints'smoothly soldered 
so there will be no seams where flith 
may accumulate, says Dairy and Cream- 
ery. Never allow them to become rough 
or rnsty inside. 
Do not haul waste 


products, as skimmilk and whey, back 
to the farm from the butter or cheese 
factory in the same cana used for deliv- 
ering the milk. Use old cans for this 
purpose 
Clean all dairy utensils by 


first thoroughly rinsing them in tepid 
water; then clean Inside and out with 
a brush and .hot water in which a 
cleansing material Is dissolved; then 
rinse and lastly sterilize by boiling wa- 
ter or steam. 
Use pure water only. 


After cleansing keep utensils, inverted, 
in pure air and sun, if possible, until 
wanted for use again. In this paper 
much is made of sunlight. This is be- 
cause it is a microbe destroyer. They 
cannot live and flourish In the sunlight. 
Darkness is life to them and disease 
germs. Sunlight and the drought of a 
year ago last season destroyed nearly 
all the hog cholera germs in the corn 
and swine belt, and this season that 
disease is very rare there. The most 
dangerous and unwholesome room in 
the average dwelling hous,e is the par- 
lor.-whore it is kept darkened to keep 
the carpet from fading or for some oth- 
er trifling matter.

In heated milk especially bitter fla- , 


vors frequently occur. This condition 
arises from the fact that the beating 
process destroys the normal lactic acid 
bacteria and as these bitter ferment 
germs are usually spore bearing or- i 
ganisms they are able to resist the 
heating process. Bitter milk or cream , 
Is sometimes noted in the winter. Some . 
of the bacteria that are' able to form ; 
bitter substances can grow at consider- j 
ably lower temperature than the ordi-, 
nary sour milk forms, and so, if milk j 
Is kept where it is near the freezing j 
point, these bitter forming species de- 
velop more rapidly than the lactic spe- 
cies, thus giving the peculiar flavor to [ 
the milk. In gome cases the bitter] 
flavor In milk, unless It is too pro- j 
nounccd, disappears when the product 
la made up into butter or cheese.

There is nothing that is i 


good to increase the Cow of milk which i 
is not also good to increase the produc- 
tion of eggs. .This is true of clover hay, 
for the shattered leaves and hc-ads 
make an excellent poultry feed in win- 
ter, taking the place of grass or other 
green feeds. Wheat, middlings, oats 
and com are all grains that are good 
for poultry, while a mess of finely 
chopped silage is as greatly relished by 
a flock of hens as it is by a herd of 
cows. Then, too, the caws themselves j 
furnish one of the host feeds for lay- 
Ing hens. This Is milk, which .is a val- 
uable egg food in any form. The Mis- 
souri experiment station says in dis- 
cussing profitable ways of disposing ot. 
skimmilk: 


"Another way of disposing ot the 


surplus skimmilk with profit is to feed 
it to the poultry. As a feed for poul- 
try It furnishes the material for mak- 
ing growth in a palatable, easily digest- 
ed form. For this reason it is easily 
valuable as an addition to the grain 
ration, which is liable to lack in the 
materials to make growth.

If there are any farmers -to I1H-' 
nols who are throwing away, skimmilk 
in these days of high price&pork and 
beef or who are not realizing- as good 
as 25 to 30 cents a hundred for it, It is 
due to their consummate ignorance ,of 
the best points in their own business. 
We understand, however, .-that there 
are lots of such farmers in ^Illinois and 
all other states who will not-read or 
make themselves intelligent In any oth: 
er way on the value of sklmaiilk. Such 
farmers are easy prey to big corpora- 
tions. says Hoard's Dairyman. All they 
will have to do will be to otter them 
10 cents a hundred for what Is worth 
three times that amount, and they will 
get the skimmilk. Why shouldn't they? 


When farmers will not take pains or 


spend 10 cents for knowledge enough 
to save themselves from $10 -worth of 
waste, why should not-big corporations 
be formed to farm such farmers? Not 
ten in a hundred ot the patrons of Illi- 
nois creameries read dairy literature or 
have ever taken pains to make them- 
selves Intelligent on the natase and val- 
ue of .the product they are dealing -with 
and producing. It is just the same in 
the great dairy state of New Yorfc. 
How can such men he expected to deal 
intelligently and in the most -profitable 
manner with the business they have in 
hand? We are surprised that hundreds 
of such corporations have not been 
formed and grown rich out of those 
farmers years ago.

The atation is receiving many In- 


quiries relative to the most economic 
grain mixtures for milk production, 
says J. B. Lindsey of Hatch experi- 
ment station. All kinds of grain are 
relatively high at present 
Taking 


feeding effect and cost into considera- 
tion, the following mixtures are sug- 
gested: (1) One hundred pounds bran, 
100 pounds flour middlings, 100 pounds 
cottonseed or gluten meal; mix and 
feed seven to eight quarts daily; (2) 
100 pounds bran, 150 pounds" corn and 
cob meal, 100 pounds cottonseed or 
rluten meal; mix and feed seven to 
eight quarts daily; (3) 100 pounds corn 
and cob meal, 125 pounds gluten feed; 
mix and feed five to six quarts daily, 
preferably mixed with corn silage. 


Very satisfactory and economic re- 


sults are being obtained at this station 
with the following: Two hundred 
pounds distillers' dried grains, 150 
pounds corn and cob meal; mil and 
feed five to six quarts daily; also with 
100 pounds distillers' dried grains, 100 
pounds HOX.L- middlings; mix and feed 
six to eight quarts daily. Dttring these 
times of high feed prices it is impor- 
tant to study the subject of economic 
feeding. Think of the Fn«nre. 


In feeding dairy cowa consideration 


of their future must first be thought 
of. The supply .of milk must be per- 
manent and not temporary. 
Conse- 


quently any system of feeding that wil 
reduce the normal or Injure the ani- 
mals should be condemned. 
Concen- 


trated foods are all right in their place 
and every dairyman can avail himself 
of them to a certain extent to help in 
crease the milk supply, but the animals 
must depend upon variety of food, o 
which succulent, kinds, such as gras. 
nnd ensilage, are the great foundation 
if their health Is to be retained and 
their normal yield of milk kept up.

feeding. Irregularity throws the cow1 
entire organism Into disorder and makes 
them 111 natured and quarrelsome amon 
themselves.
